This fall a new type of beef, “Nature 
Beef," will be Introduced on the Swiss 
market. The meat will be from calvos 
suckled and nursed with cow milk and 
held on pasture grass with all an¬ 
tibiotics eliminated. 

Lactating cows will rear their own 
suckling calves with their own milk: 
after calving cow and calf are held on 
pasture until late in the fall. After 
about 10 months, the calf is ready for 
slaughter, weighing about 300 to 400 
kilograms. 

The cow milk, reportedly, mBkes the 
meat as tender as veal, but also as 
strong and aromatic as beef. The 
feeding of pasture grass and/or 
roughage provides a red meat resembl¬ 
ing regular bBef rather than the usual, 
popular “white" veal.

Cattle Raisers Set 
Policy On Ma|or 
Industry Issues 


Another indication of how consumer* 
have cattlemen’s attention was the 
passage of a resolution encouraging 
cattlemen to produce beef with a higher 
percentage of lean meat to accomodate 
growing consumer demand. Secondly, 
the resolution calls for support of a 
National Cattlemen’s Association effort 
to improve and modernize the U.S. beef 
grading system now being considered 
by the U.S. Department of Agriculture. 

The latest consus shows Texas ia 
experiencing remarkable growth in 
population. The cattlemen, as 
landowners, recognize this growth will 
Increaso the demand for parks and 
t war nation areas, but they are also con¬ 
cerned the tax base In rural areas will 


be eroded severely. They went on 
record as opposing any lend 
acquisitions by the state, except where 
it can be 9hown that a large population 
segment would bo served by such pur¬ 
chases. Thoy also asked the state to 
develop n means of adequately compen¬ 
sating tho taxing agencies whose tax 
base would be affected. Taxpayers who 
own land already are carrying a heavy 
tax burden and this would insure the 
taxpayers of the area against further 
unnecessary tax increases, Cargilc 
said. 

Poaching, trespassing to hunt and 
shooting from public roadways are 
Increasing problems endangering land- 
owners, private property and the 
general public, ho added. The Texas 
legislature currently has two bills that 
would help control these problems and 
TSCRA supports them. The First bill, 
H. B. I486, by Rep. Bocik of N ew Braun¬ 
fels, would toughen penalties for
